St. Patrick never stepped foot in this diocese but 
Catholics here have and are benefiting from the 
saint’s evangelization of the Irish nation more than 
1500 years ago. 


St. Patrick’s Day, Monday, March 17, will not only 
be a time for the “wearing of the green” but will be a 
cause of special celebration for many parishes, 
especially the three named for the Irish saint (see 
story below) and the more than 30 served by Irish- 
born pastors. 


THE DIOCESE has received hundreds of years of 
combined service from priests and religious sisters 
who-journeyed to this “mission” land in the Spirit of 
St. Patrick. i 


Including associate pastors and retired priests 
there are probably more than 50 Irish-born priests 
here and no telling how many sisters. 


In a tribute to these servants of the Lord, Bishop 
Leo T. Maher told Southern Cross, “All Americans 
have been blessed by the ministry of dedicated and 
zealous Irish priests. Their leadership, service and 
great witness of deep faith have inspired all whose 
lives they have touched. 


“WE IN SAN DIEGO diocese are grateful for the 
accomplishments in splendid ministries and 
devoted service of Irish clergy and sisters,” Bishop 
Maher added. 

Bishop Maher related that in the early days of the 
San Diego diocese in the late 30's and 40's, dioceses 
in the West didn’t have the vocations to keep pace 
with rising populations, since most of the major 


‘seminaries were back-East. So many dioceses _ 


depended on Irish priests, he said. ~ 

. Though not Irish-born, Bishop Maher has lrish 
roots, as his father was born in County Kilkenny, 
Ireland. His mother was born in Peoria, Ill. 


THUS, THE BISHOP has Irish-born relatives 
including an uncle who is a missionary priest who 
went to Santa Clara and served as dean there for 30 
years, and another uncle, Christian Brother Leo, who 
spent 60 years building and running schools in 
Calcutta, India. 


One of the Irish-born pastors of the diocese, 
Patrick O’Neill of St. Columba parish, San Diego, told 
SC tradition that dates back to the time of St. Patrick 
had a lot to do with the desire of the Irish-born priests 
and sisters to serve the Lord in the United States. 

“St. Patrick has had a miraculous effect on the 
Irish people,” he said. “He sowed seeds of a truly 
austere, spiritual life among the people.” 


MSGR. O'NEILL said, “No apostle had the same . 


impact as St. Patrick. He converted an entire nation. 


“He was over 60 years old when he returned to 
lreland to begin his mission. And he accomplished 
his task in 36 years, before succumbing to death at 
age 96,” he added. 


Even during his lifetime, Msgr. O'Neill continued, 
St. Patrick was able to write: ; 

“HENCE DID it come to pass in Ireland that those 
who never had a knowledge of God, but until now 
always worshiped idols and things impure, have now 
been made a people of the Lord, and are called sons 
of God, that the sons and daughters of the kings of 
the Irish are seen to be monks and virgins of Christ.” 


Many of the descendents of those sons and 
daughters, spiritual descendents of St. Patrick 
himself, have found their way to the San Diego 
diocese. St. Patrick’s Day indeed is a good day for the 
lrish—and for San Diego. Catholics as well.

VATICAN DELEGATION TO RUSSIA— A delegation of 
Catholic officials headed by the Vatican's chief 
ecumenist, Cardinal Jan Willebrands, planned to leave 
for the Soviet Union March 12 to begin a 12-day visit with 
Russian Orthodox officials. The delegation is to visit with 
the theological academies at Leningrad and Moscow.

STERILIZATION LAW HIT —In calling forthe repeal of a 
law under which thousands of patients in Virginia 
mental institutions were sterilized between 1924 and 
1972, Bishop Walter F. Sullivan of Richmond urged 
Catholics “to be pro-life across the board.” He deplored 
the silence of public officials about the practice. 


COPYRIGHT CASE SETTLED—An $8.6 million 
copyright infringement suit by FEL Publications Ltd., 
an interfaith church music company based in Los 
Angeles, against the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops and the U.S. Catholic Conference for songs 
copied illegally from FEL songbooks has been settled 
without any admission of liability.

PARISH LOSES IN COURT —The Supreme Court has 
blocked efforts by some Chicago Catholics to obtain a 
court injunction that would have stopped Cardinal John 
Cody of Chicago from closing their parish. The court 
refused to review a lower court ruling which maintained 
that the dispute between Cardinal Cody and Sacred 


-Heart parish was essentially a religious matter in which 


civil courts have no jurisdiction. 


NOTRE DAME SUPPORTS BAN —The University of 
Notre Dame will observe a ban on Campbell's and Libby’s 
products as a result of a student referendum supporting 
workers in Ohio tomato fields. Half the undergraduates 
voted, with 2,012 favoring the ban and 1,321 opposing it. 

CONVENTION CALL HALFWAY — The effort to gather 
enough states to petition Congress for a constitutional 
convention on abortion passed the halfway point March 3 
when Idaho became the 17th state to approve the 
convention call. Two-thirds or 34 states are needed to 
meet the constitutional requirement calling for such a 
convention. 


CATHOLIC PAPER SUSPENDED — Grenada’s socialist- 
leaning government suspended the Catholic Focus, St. 
George's diocesan weekly, after it had published its first 
issue. The Focus had discussed human rights in the 
small island state of Grenada, formerly part of the British 
West Indies. 3 


MORE MOSLEMS — Moslems in Italy now outnumber 
Jews and Protestants combined, a leader of the Italian 
Moslem community said. The official estimated that 
there are currently about 150,000 Moslems in Italy. 


POPE DEFENDS INFALLIBILITY—Pope John Paul 
defended the infallibility of the Catholic Church as a “gift 


of Christ.” “To believe in the infallibility of the church — 


does not mean — in any way —to believe in the infallibility 
of man,. but to believe in the gift of Christ; in that gift 
which allows fallible men to proclaim infallibly and to 
confess infallibly the truth revealed for our salvation,” he 
said in a Sunday Angelus talk. 


LATE CARDINAL PRAISED —Cardinal Agostino 
Casaroli, papal secretary of state, praised “the wisdom, 
service and charity” of the late Cardinal Jean Villot March 
10 at a Mass marking the first anniversary of the French 
prelate’s death. He said Pope John Paul had wanted to 
celebrate the Mass personally but “unfortunately the 
mild indisposition of recent days, which still makes some 
care advisable, prevents him from being among us.” 


Twenty-six cardinals, 100 invited guests and many 
archbishops, bishops and members of the Roman 
Curia, participated in the Mass in the Sistine Chapel. 


COLOMBIA HOSTATE- SITUATION —Deploring the 
hostage situation in Bogota, Colombia, is not enough and 
must be accompanied by efforts to create a more just 
society, said Pope John Paul Il in his first’ public 
statement on the situation, issued March 5.

BONITA—His business card reads, “Joe Abreu, 
landscapes, clowns, and still life, home studio, 5345 


: Central Ave., Bonita, Calif. 92002.” 


There is nothing out of the ordinary about this ssitictlian 
business card but Joe Abreu is not your ordinary artist — 
he is a developmentally disabled adult. 


JOE HAS been working with oils and drawing sketches 
for 12 years. He was first encouraged to develop his talent 
by a teacher in an adult school in Eagle Mountain, a small 
desert community near Indio. 

“The teacher accepted Joe's first fumbling efforts. That 
was the key to the whole thing,” said his mother, Hazel, 
who also enjoys taking a brush to canvas. 

Joe's claim to fame is a painting which now hangs in Gov. 
Edmund (Jerry) Brown’s office in Sacramento. The 


painting, “Spring Sun,” was featured on the official poster — 


for the sixth annual “A Very Special Art Show,” a statewide 
art exhibit by children and adults with mental retardation 
held in October. 


JOE'S ARTWORK took first place in the 1978 show and 
was recently awarded a plaque from the Clipped Wings 
Former Flight Attendants for United Airlines in recognition 
of his achievements. 

The San Diego chapter presented the award to him in 
March in connection with Mental Retardation Month. 


A MAJOR INFLUENCE in Joe’s work is art teacher 
Richard-Marks, employed by the Starlight Center, which 
provides activity programs and education for the mentally 
retarded. 

“He has made unbelievable progress since | met him 
four years ago. He’s a lot more creative and his work is 
completely his own,” Marks said. “His individuality comes 


. through. That’s especially important.” 


Joe works with many methods and _ incorporates 
different themes including religion. He used the India ink 
oil spatter technique for “Spring Sun.” 


HE RECENTLY began a painting with two eyes inside a 
rectangle with letters. Joe explained to Marks that those 
were God's eyes looking at the Ten Commandments. Joe is 
studying the Ten Commandments in his current religion 
class.

A ‘little United Nations’ on the 
parish level at Good Shepherd

SAN DIEGO—On a couple of Sundays 
18 babies were baptized after the noon 
Mass at Good Ecos Church in Mira 
Mesa.

NOW WHAT DOES this wide variety of 
names accepted into the parish tell us? Let 
Father Eamonn Lyng, the church's pastor, 
answer. 


“Well, all those names, and those were 
typical baptisms and not unusual, tell us 
that all baptized Catholics are welcome 
into the family of Christ,” he said. “It 
doesn’t matter where they come from or 
their background. 

“We've got a little United Nations at 
Good Shepherd, but on a parish level. 
We're also a miniature Universal Church 


where there's, room for all cultures and: 


nationalities.” 


HE DESCRIBED the parish as “a place 
where people of diverse backgrounds are 
united in worshipping Christ as one 
family.” 

The parish, he added, also shows the 
“church's unity despite its diversity.” 

Like other parishes in the diocese Good 


-Shepherd is a viable example of what the 


Bible tells us in several places about the 
unity of the Body of Christ. 


IN ROMANS, chapter 12, we find: “We 
have many parts in the one body, and all 
these parts have different functions. Inthe 
same way, though we are many, we are 
one body in union with Christ, and we are 
all joined to each other as different parts of 
one body.” 


Father Lyng observed that in one of the 
baptisms, that of Nwogbo Chukwuemeka 
Eluka, a Nigerian, his parents and 
godparents wore traditional native dress 
which gave a colorful atmosphere to the 
ceremony. “Chukwuemeka” in Nigerian 
means “God has been good to us,” he said. 


THE PASTOR noted that the “unity in 
diversity” theme is also seen in the priests 
serving in the parish. Assisting the Irish 
priest as associates are Father Duncan 
(Rusty) Monohan, who comes from 
Kentucky, and Father Carmelo (Mel) 
Gosioco, a Jesuit from the Phillippines. 


Good Shepherd parishioners have a 
wide choice of Masses on Sundays. There 
are two “quiet” and five “singing” Masses. 
There are also four parish choirs. 

Father Lyng, pastor since 1977, says he 
has. about 2,000 registered families 
including Filipinos (more than one-third of 
parishioners), Mexicans, Anglos, 
Vietnamese, and other groups. 


WITH NO PAROCHIAL school and with 
more than 1,200 children in religious 
education, Good Shepherd recently 
dedicated a CCD building. 

The parish, Father Lyng said, also shows 
that this country can still be a “melting 
pot” whereby diverse nationalities and 
cultures become one with America. 


But people aren’t as anxious to become 
“Americanized” as quickly as their 
ancestors did. 


THAT WAS TRUE at-the tyfn of the 
century when millions of European 
immigrants came through Ellis Island, 
gateway to America.

Now, without becoming an alarmist, | 
would like to suggest the possibility that a 
series of developments raises the 
possibility, not the inevitability, of a real 
constitutional review of the functions of 
the nation’s highest court. 


THE ROOT OF THE problem is not a 
single decision, but a convergence of 
changes which are altering the nation’s 
perception of the role which the court 
exercises in government. 


These developments can be summar- 


‘ ized under three headings. 


@ The complexity of social policies 
decided by the court and the direct impact 
of these rulings on many individuals 
focuses public attention on its role in 
actually creating law. 


@ A MORE HIGHLY educated citizenry

It seems she asked the children to draw 
a picture of God. Easily done. She 
gathered a plethora of grandfatherly 
pictures with beards, interchangable with 
their pictures of Jesus or Moses. Her real 
genius showed, though, when she 
assigned the children’s parents to draw 
God (not Jesus) as part of their homework. 
There followed a storm of parent panic. 
Some parents drew.stick figures, others 
clouds or hands. One drew words coming 
from the sun. Many failed to turn in their 
homework. 


BUT ONE PARENT blew Talleyrand’s 
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evangelization of all people, these Sisters 
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TEMPUS FUGIT- TIME FLYS “// 
SO WE MUST KEEP OUR

@ The number of ‘‘single issue” 
crusades have given rise to blocs. of 
fiercely dedicated people who are 
unwilling to simply accept rulings which 
conflict with deeply-held convictions. 


On this third point, pro-life advocates 
are a prominent example, but there are 
many others: “feminists” and “anti- 
feminists,” minorities and civil rights 
groups, tax-reformers, businessmen 
frustrated with government regulations, 
and many others. 


TRADITIONALLY, OUR system of 


government has depended on the 


acceptance of existing law by the vast 
majority of American. citizens. Most 
people voluntarily pay most of their taxes. 
If a massive refusal took place, there 
wouldn’t be much the government could 
do about it. Italy has lived with such a 
situation for a long time. 


And most of us looked on the Supreme 


~ Court with the simplistic view of a grade 


observation by writing, “I! knew what God 
looked like when | was little but | don’t 
know now.

It was a fine assignment because 1) it 
forced adults to reflect on their image of 
God —which is often underdeveloped, a 
leftover childhood image, and 2) if 
engendered within the family, a 
discussion of what God is like.

school civics class. It was the institution, 
protected from obvious political pressure, 
which simply tested laws and conflicts to 
see that the provisions of the Constitution 
prevailed. 


For a long time that view has not been 
realistic. Court decisions have established 
much new law which has little relationship 
to the mandates of the Constitution. 


PROBABLY THIS IS inevitable. A 
number of justices have spoken and 
written candidly about their reliance on 
personal. convictions, as well as legal 
precedents, in formulating their opinions. 


Only now, however, is the public 
becoming more aware of this reality. And 
that’s where the problem lies. 


It’s one thing to have “non-political” 
Justices interpreting the Constitution 
which we accept as fundamental to our 
nation. It's something. else when the 
public realizes that this small group of 
men, appointed, serving for life, making 
decisions subject to no political review, 


are ~ making new law—which is the- 


function of federal and state legislatures. 


SOME PEOPLE HAVE a God who is 
fatherly, indulgent, protective, and always 


forgiving. Some have one who is a_ 


bookkeeper, keeping records of each of 


our good and evil. acts. Some have one who © 


is a judge, austere, distant, and just. 


There are thousands of other images of 
God, all of them developed by individuals 
building a personal relationship with God.

SOME FAMILIES TRY to develop a family 
God to whose corporate image each 
member must conform. It won’t work. 
Some children will never relate to a stern 
judging God. Others need one. 


During this week, take a family Lenten 
session to “draw” God. Ask members to 
describe their God, offer a sample 
conversation each might have with God, 
and draw a sketch of God with them alone. 
Talk about the differences in imagery. 


It isn’t.a silly exercise but one that is 
basic to developing a sense of family 
spirituality in that it permits each other to 
find a personal God who is a composite 
God shared by the family. And it ‘starts 
them on the journey toward developing 
and refining their own image and 
relationship with God which will mature 
along with them and permeate their lives.

Birds and 
animals are emerging from winter 
hibernation and pairing to act out again 
their part in the scenario of affirmation 
and perpetuation of life. 


Alas, even the rodents that find our 
lawns and garden plants such gourmet 
food are popping up already. 


EACH YEAR nature speaks its truths to 
those who see and listen and can find 
“sermons in stones and books in babbling 
brooks and good in everything.” Each year 
the resurrection of the world after the 
rigors of winter heralds and recalls the 
resurrection of Christ after the rigors of his 
passion and death. Each year the whole 
message of Easter unfolds in gardens and 
parks and fields. 


There is a kind of acclamation of the 
power of redemption and of the 
miraculous when what has seemed dead 
is born again to new vigor and beauty. A 


Q and A 


Q: Can you clarify the difference be- 
tween the Catholic Church and _ the 
Orthodox Church? i 


A: In the very early days the basic 
Christian unit in each city was the local 
church headed by the bishop aided by 
presbyters (elders) and deacons. The 
smaller communities in the surrounding 
countryside depended on the church in 
the city—the “mother church” or “see” 
church. By the end of the 2nd century 
certain local churches were recognized as 
being the leaders; these “sees” were 
uSually associated with one or more of the 
apostles and thus enjoyed enormous 
prestige. 


During the next two centuries the 
principal sees developed a _ working 
relationship with each other; the five were 
Rome, Alexandria, Antioch, and, later, 
Jerusalem and Constantinople. Rome was 
recognized “as enjoying a certain primacy 
not yet adequately defined except interms 
of guardian of orthodoxy.” These sees

To be reconciled to one’s enemy is one 
of the most difficult of human endeavors. 
A solid indication of this is the raging 
passion with which men seek vengeance 
on those who hurt them. Another 


indication is the difficulty that | myself find . 


in making peace with someone who has 
spurned or slighted me. Almost 
instinctively | want to “get even.” 


But “getting even” never really makes 
things even. Either the enemy is removed 
from the scene by foul play of some kind. 


. Or the animosity between the two is 


increased in the very process of “getting 
even.” The chances for evening the 
relationship have become all the less 
likely. 


The only effective way to “get even” is by 
reconciliation, difficult as it is. That is 
why reconciliation is one way inwhich-the 


triumphant newness of being, of hope and 
promise seems to announce nature’s own 
easter and previews the eternal message 
of our liturgical season. It is still Lent, but 
Easter is just around the corner! 


It is as though the earth were dressing 
itself in anticipation of the glory of Christ's 
coming again. The time is near, the 
mountains and trees, rivers and valleys 
seem to call; the time has come to cast off 
the old and clothe oneself in the new. And 
all. around the dry outer husks of old 
growth fall away to reveal pristine inner 
beauty. 


THE. DAFFODILS are out already — and 
the periwinkle and the cranebill, the 
Indian peonies on the hillsides and the 
fragile spears of willows and yucca. 
Wandering along the country roads one 
becomes aware of a vast sense of 
thankfulness and a-pull towards some 
kind of personal renewal and commit- 
ment. 


_ Common sense reminds us that all this 
exuberance is rather premature. There 
are still three weeks to go to Easter and it 
could be cold then with snow still haunting 
the mountains, and frost lying in the 
valleys. Do the tiny wild flowers and tender 
shoots know that they risk their lives being 
sO precipitate? Or do they perhaps count 
life well-lost—if it must be lost—for 
witness to the glory of resurrection?

(Iran) and India. j 


A Christological controversy resulted in 
another split still seen today: the Coptic 
Church (Egypt), the Ethiopian Church, the 
Western Syrian or Jacobite Church, the 
Syrian Church (India) and the Armenian 
Church. These are also called the Lesser 


whole grand purpose of God is expressed 
in the Scriptures. 


HE WILLS, ABOVE ALL, our reconcilia- 
tion with Himself and with one another. All 
three readings for this Sunday testify to 
this divine will. 


The first and indispensable factor in this 
biblical notion of reconciliation is the 
divine initiative. God must act first. He 
must be there with his reconciling love 
before we can be reconciled with Him or 
with one another.

The first reading begins immediately 
with a statement about that divine 
initiative: “Then the Lord said to Joshua, 
‘Today | have removed the reproach of 
Egypt from you.’”

And the celebration of the 
Passover by the Israelites can readily be 
interpreted as their joyful acceptance of 
the Lord's reconciling act. They celebrate 
what He has done for them. 


The theme of reconciliation is bursting 
out all over in the reading from Paul. He 


-Says that because of Jesus Christ we are “a 


new creation.” The divine reconciling act 


in favor of us sinners is so thorough, so 


radical, so awesome that it is said to 
produce something out of nothing. 


Paul goes on to speak quite’explicitly of 
this divine reconciliation. Note, first of all, 


that it is properly the Father's work, acting: 


through Jesus Christ. 


NOTE, TOO, THAT GOD considers this 
reconciling act of His in Christ so 
important that He makes human persons 
ministers of his reconciliation. Whenever 
the Word. is. preached or the sacraments

We need to accept 
the Father's forgiving love, for ourselves as 
well as for others. 


Here's an insight. When we find 
ourselves making peace with one who has 
hurt us, that is an infallible sign that God's 
reconciling love has broken through to us 
and that we have accepted it.

“THEY ORDER a ‘half 
one,’ which is. something 
like a shot, drop the 
shamrock into it and ‘drown 
the shamrock.’ It does get 
rather festive after Mass,” 
Golden added. 


“The social life of a village 
centers around these pubs 


where musicians congre-. 


gate and drink a few pints,” 


Clancy said. “On Paddy’s. 


Day and typical Sundays, 
the women will return and 
dance a few sets. 


“The larger cities, Dublin, 
Galway and Cork, have Irish- 
American marching bands 


and parades,” he added. 


THE ST. PATRICK’S Day 
parade and Irish festival 
began in the United States 
“as a demonstration of 
power in response to the 
discrimination _ prevalent 
against: Irish Catholics.” 
Golden said. “At base, they 
were political events.”
